Enemy shortwave broadcasts, 
which reach a very small audience 
in tlie United States, have largely 
been ignored bv the American pub­ 
lic.

objectives. 
Of 
these, I 
the 
most 
im portant 
are 
"hate- 
rum ors”. 
Hate Rumors 
The evidence shows clearly that I 
many 
"h ate-ru m o rs' 
originate 
;ii 
the United States as symptoms of 
domestic social and economic prob- j 
lems—especially those p r o b 1 e in s 
which war creates or intensifies. 
Enemy propaganda has often picked 
up these rumors and tried to in­ 
crease their circulation as an essen­ 
tial part of the strategy of “divide 
and conquer". 
A list of the groups against which 
most current “hate-rum ors ' are di­ 
rected follows, in alphabetical or­ 
der: Army administration, business, 
Catholics, 
defense 
workers, 
draft 
boards, English, farmers, Jews, la­ 
bor. negroes, 
profiteers, rationing 
boards. Red Cross (blood donor ser- j 
v ice, Russia, unions. 
Tlie false information carried by , 
“ hate-rumors** 
is 
less 
important 
than the hatred which the rum otsi 
convey. 
Factual deniels appear to j 
have had little offer In stopping 
“h a t e-r u m or s’*. As one ‘ hate- j 
j rumor'* is exposed it is replaced by f 
another rumor conveying the same j 
hatred. 
It seems d e a r that p e > , 
sons who feei certain hatreds will 
l readily believe and repeat any ru- » 
mor which gives expression to that : 
h a t r e d . 
“Hate-rumors" obviously 
must be attacked at the source—oy 
curing the cause of the hatred. 
Information can, however, be used 
effectively to combat “hate-rum ors” 
insofar as they may be thoughtlessly 
believed or repeated by persons who 
would otherwise feel no violent or j 
urgent hatred. 
Adequate iniorma- 1 
tion can serve to make the roperi- j 
tion and progress of “hgte-rumors ’ j 
more difficult. 
Other Types Of Rumors 
The other types of rumors—"an- 
xiety rumors“, “escape rumors", “su- * 
per-natural rumors", and “curious- j 
itv rumors"—appear to grow out of 
the public tensions which exist d u r­ 
ing wartime; they spread because of 
the virtual impossibility of com­ 
pletely 
eliminating such 
tensions 
through information. Adequate and 
accurate information about the wav- 
plus 
the 
confidence 
among 
the 
American people th at they are re­ 
ceiving adequate and accurate in­ 
formation about the war—will trend 
to alley these tension1:, and thus to 
reduce the volume of rumors^ But 
it is clear th at as long as war con­ 
tinues to produce a succession of 
situations 
about 
which 
there 
is 
bound to he apprehension and a n ­ 
xiety, even the most complete in­ 
formation will not be able to de­ 
stroy rumors entirely. 
Some 
rumors 
spring 
up 
from 
situations in which certain facts, 
though known in many persons, eau 
not be published. 
When a warship 
is in an American harbor, for ex­ 


ample. that fact can not be pub­ 
lished without aiding the e n e m y - 
even though the ship and its sailors 
are visible to many people in the 
port area. 
Extravagant r u m o r s 
about the ship, or the crew, or the 
cargo may raise from such a situa­ 
tion. 
But these rumors would not 
spread unless people repeated what 
they saw or what they heard. 
The 
! Office of W ar Information is in pos­ 
sessio n of ample evidence th at the 
enemy, or his agents, often do«'s not 
know what hundreds of Americans 
do know about a given war oort or 
war plant: the repetition of facts 
or rumors, m such circumstances, 
often makes it easier for the enemy 
to find out what he did not know, 
or simply suspected. 
How To Combat Fhem 
It is im portant to recognize the 
distinction between the repetition 
of a rumor and the expression of I 
honest opinion 
But no American 1 
conscious of his right to speak free- | 
lv can fail to be conscious of the 
parallel responsibility to be critical 
of what he hears and cautious about 1 
what lie repeats. 
! 
Every American can help to win | 
this w ar by toughening his mind j 
and ears. 
Every American can help | 
I to win this war by refusing to be­ 
lieve or repeat sensational stories 
which are not carried in tlie news­ 
papers or over the radio. 
Every 
* American can fight the enemy by 
refusing to spread suspicion and 
hate in the United States. 
There are several simple rules 
which each American can observe: 
I 
l. 
Never repeat a rumor. 
2. 
Do not repeat a rumor verbal- 
i lv even to deny it. 
| 
3. 
It you know the facts which 
I can spike a rumor, cite the facts 
promptly. 
4. 
If you do not know the facts 
which can stop a rumor, ask the ru- 
nior-teller w here he got his facts. 
5. 
Don’t give a rumor the benefit 
of any doubt. 
. The press and radio are fighting 
rumors—not by the endless process 
of 
denying 
each 
rumor, 
but by 
blanketing the rumors with authori­ 
tative information. 
The Office of W ar Information 
endeavors to give the public fu’l and 
accurate information about this war, 
within the essential restrictions of 
military security, in the conviction 
that it is honest news and complete 
information which makes it harder 
for rumors and irresponsible gossip 
to take root.
